ever, or why any farmer who raises 
grain should not be permitted also to 
make from it fuel alcohol. 


Denatured alcohol, as it has come 


to be called, promises to soon, become 
a commercial reality. 
The Senate, 


which the muck 
rakers have 
de- 


nounced as being absolutely dictated 
by Standard Oil interests, has passed 
this measure, -which is so important 
to agricultural and manufacturing in- 
terests. This action -was taken last 
week. The bill had already passed 
the House, and the new measure 
should have become immediately op- 
erative, and would have, but for the 
trouble the arrangement would cause 
the collectors of internal revenue. 


With the passage of the bill, the 


knell is rung of an unjust tax which 
has long hampered American indus- 
try, and which' has made the consum- 
ers of a, quickly operative liquid fuel 
dependent on a merciless trust. Af- 
ter January l this will be no longer 
the case. A tax will then be removed 
from what has become one of the ne- 
cessities of business. 


Regarding the passage of this bill, 


the Biddeford Journal says: 


"Our revenue Jaw imposed a tax of 


$1.10 a proof gallon on alcohol, be- 
cause it was the "base of intoxicating 
beverages, but since 
alcohol 
has 


come into general use in manufac- 
tures and! is being introduced and ex- 
ploited everywhere as the source of 
heat and power, it could be easily 
seen that it was* an economic mistake 
to tax as a luxury wfliat is rapidly be- 
coming a necessity." 


We do not think that denatured al- 


cohol was ever taxed as a luxury, but 
rather because, at the time the tax 
was imposed on ,alcohol, the 
dena- 


tured 'product was so uncommon as 
to be regarded as of little 
iHrport- 


ttHa it did come to be regard- 


nce the trust interests 


re naturally opposed to a repeal of 


a tax which protected, though unjust- 


Vly, their interests. 


The Journal goes on to say: 
"The chief obstacle to legislation 


of this sort has been to discriminate 
between grain alcohol used 
indus- 


trially and that used in liquors and 
medicinal preparations. The process 
of 'denaturing' the alcohol, theietoy 
making it unfit to drink, 
has fur- 


nished the key to the situation, as 
all alcohol can i>e denatured at gov- 
ernment warehouses and frauds upon 
the revenue thereby prevented 
It 


has been predicted during the course 
jof the discussion on this bill that de- 
natured grain alcohol can be manu- 
factured at a cost less than wood al- 
cohol, and that the removal of the 
tax will allow it to compete with oil, 
gas and gasoline in the production 
of light and motive power. It is pre- 
dicted that it will be a popular fuel 
for stationary engines and stoves in 
the near futoire and that the expan- 
sion of the demand will not only in- 
crease the market for all kinds of 
grain "but for all agricultural prod- 
uct* from which 
alcohol 
can 
be 


made." 


But one Important point still re- 


mains uncovered. Will anyone ever 
d«vise a plan whereby the 
farmer 


can make from his grain this prod- 
uct so essential for his use, or will 
It* production be always limited to 
the distilleries which pay an internal 
rtvenue tax? Tf not, denatured alco- 
hol will still remain subject to an- 
other unjust tax,—the United States 
Internal r*venn« Uconse fee. There 
Is no reason except the protection ot 
the r«re»tie way iwatured alcohol 


"WHAT A PEOPLE" 


Frederick Palmer, writing in Col-' 


lier*s for May 19, quotes a German 
who m-as in San Francisco to take a 
Pacific steamer as saying. "What a 
people! Here their city is in ruins, 
and they are talking of a world's fair 
in 1913." Mr. Palmer says he saw 
him a week later. "His steamer had 
not yet gone because it was having 
difficulty in provisioning: crowds of 
reiugees were departing by 
every 


train. He was looking at the first pos- 
ter to be put on the boards since the 
fire—a poster laid over bills of plays 
in theatres that were ashes.

It 
is the old1 American spirit, as virile 
as ever, which animates the Pacific 
coast metropolis.

pared was that which the Duke of 
Buckingham placed before Charles I.

On that occa- 
sion Jeffery Hudson, the dwarf, who 
v.-as so enraged by a gentleman whom 
he had challenged to a duel appearing 
on the field armed with a syringe, was 
served up in a cold pie. 


Pies were always a strong point of 


mayoralty banquets, and the recipe of 
a city of London pie has been handed 
down to posterity from the sixteenth 
century.

ter pound eringocs, two ounces lettuce 
stalks, forty chestnuts, one-half pound 
dates, a peck of oysters, one-quarter 
pound preserved citron, throe arti- 
chokes, twelve eggs, two sliced lemons, 
a handful of pickled barberries, one- 
quarter ounce whole pepper, one-half 
ounce sliced nutmeg, one-half ounce 
whole cinnamon, one-quarter ounce- 
whole clove, one-half ounce mace and 
one-quarter pound currants.

when it is baked, with- white wine, but- 
ter and supar." 


It looks very much as if the cata- 


logue of ingredients of this wonderful 
pie had only been concluded through 
the inventor forgetting any other arti- 
cles of diet that be could put in. 


Rich as the last mentioned pie 


sounds, It was not so rich as the sim- 
ple bran pie that au eccentric old gcn- 
tlemau%laced before his tenants at the 
annual luncheon he gave them, for, be- 
oidcs the homely bran, golden coins of 
the realm wove Included in the concoc- 
tion, which made it peculiarly savory.

The formation of caves in a lava 


stream is a curious process and ouo 
which the ezploror will be interested 
to realize as his investigations pro- 
ceed, and In the Azores it bus some re- 
markable and perfect illustrations. It 
will b3 understood that the stream of 
molten matter proceeding ordinarily 
from the volcano soon begins to cool 
externally as it travels. But witli a 
great stream, say thirty or forty feat 
thick, a long time passes before it be- 
comes finally cooled and solid to its 
center. A large body of tuclteJ lava 
still remains liquid in its interior, 
forming as it were a buge conduit or 
tube full of tbe white bot matter. Aa 
this accumulates by the continued sun- 
ply from above the vast pressure of 
tbe liquid on the lower end of the 
stream increases. The effect may be 
easily imagined. The solid crust at tha 
front of the flow breaks out, the melt- 
ed interior rushes on again, and tho 
great tube is emptied of its contents so 
far as they remain liquid, leaving be- 
hind a hollow cavern which may and 
occasionally does extend for an unin- 
tcmfjted length of several miles. In 
the course of centuries subsequent 
eruptions may deposit new beds of 
cinder or ash or nc\v streams of lava 
to any extent above it, but tbe cave so 
formed may remain intact.

When a Meteor Fulln. 


\Ve owe our Immunity to our atmos- 


! phcrc, which ser\cs as a bullet proof 
! cuirass for tbe world. When a meteor 


enters the atmosphere the friction pro- 
duced by its gigantic speed makes it 
flash up like the arrow of Acestes, only 
more so. The beat thus produced, just 
as a brake showers sparks from a car- 
riage wheel or a lucifer match lights 
on tbe box, is sufficient to consume tbe 
meteor as if it wore suddenly cast into 
a furnace heated to three or four mil- 
lion degrees. 
Obviously the smaller 


meteors are utterly consumed before 
they have penetrated far into the at- 
mosphere, which their fate has shown 
to rise to ft height of about 120 miles. 
Only a very large one can descend to 
within twenty miles of the earth be- 
fore being burst by the expansion duo 
t* heat and by the resistance of the 
air. The fact that fragments do occa- 
Kionally roach the earth is tho bnst 
proof of the groat slxe of some of the 
meteors that wo encounter. If It wore 
not for the "blessed air" tho explosion 
of them all, with the accompanying 
fervent hont, would take plnce In our 
midst. It Is «afo to sny thnt such ft 
ntnto of tilings would render our great 
town* uninhabitable.
